How Hail Insurance Works 
Hail insurance is practically only a} 
term in Eastern Canada, but in the 
West it signifies something of vivid | 
importance, Measures known 
Municipal Hail Insurance Acts are 
force in each of the Praivie Provinces, | 
These Acts provide a system of mutual 
insurance under which rural munici- 
palities can operate to tax each other 
for the granting of compensation to 
individuals for losses incurred by 
hail, which are often very serious. 
How the system works out and the 
extent to which it operates in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta are set 
forth in the November number of The 
Agricultural Gazette of Canada 
Each claimant is entitled to receive 
not more than five cents per acre 
for every one per cent of damage 
from hail he has sustained. To some 
this may not appear a very liberal 
provision, but when it is understood 
that the number of claims fyled in 
1919 in Saskatchewan were 7,838 and 


as 


that the total indemnity paid 
amounted to $1,911,776 a different 
view will obtain. For one storm 


alone that occurred in July of the 
ycar referred to claims amounting to 
1,100,000 were svrtisfied, In Alberta 
the total losses for the same year
